Lawmakers roll out 
100 amendments to 
stall anti-union plan 

Madison, Wis. 

With their Senate colleagues still in 
hiding, Democrats in the Wiscon- 
sin Assembly began introducing a 
barrage of 100 amendments Tues- 
day to try to stymie the Republican 
governor’s plan to strip unionized 
public employees of most of their 
bargaining rights. 

Both houses of the GOP-con- 
trolled Legislature convened short- 
ly before noon amid noisy protests 
outside the state Capitol that began 
more than a week ago in an epic 
showdown that is being watched 
nervously by organized labor across 
the country. 

The Senate was unable to take 
up the union measure because 
its 14 Democrats skipped town 
last week, denying the chamber 
a quorum. But Assembly Speak- 
er Jeff Fitzgerald pledged that his 
chamber would approve the bill 
this week, despite the blizzard of 
Democratic amendments. 


Turning up the pressure on 
the Democrats, Gov. Scott Walker 
warned that state employees could 
start receiving layoff notices as early 
as next week if the bill isn’t passed 


soon. The layoffs couldn’t take effect 
immediately — existing union con- 
tracts could forestall them for weeks 
or months — and Walker wouldn’t 
say which jobs he would go after 


Meanwhile ••• 

While Wisconsin remained the 

main front in the national debate over 
union rights, similar battles were 
taking shape in other states. In Indi- 
ana, House Democrats walked out of 
the Statehouse on Tuesday, blocking 
a GOP-backed bill against mandatory 
union dues. Only three of the 40 Dem- 
ocratic members of the chamber 
were present, depriving it of a quo- 
rum. A similar debate in Ohio drew 
thousands of union protesters, (ap) 


first: “Hopefully, we don’t get to 
that point.” Borrowing the strategy 
pioneered by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Walker planned to take 
his case to the voters Tuesday eve- 
ning with a fireside chat. 

If lawmakers take no action 
on the union bill by the end of the 
week, the state will not be able to 
refinance debt that Walker had 
counted on for $165 million worth 
of savings under the legislation. 

Republican leaders in both the 
Senate and Assembly said they 
have the votes to pass the bill.

Group: Paid Parental Leave Lags 


Affordability Questions 

Past efforts in Congress to enact a paid family leave law have floundered, 
drawing opposition from business lobbyists who say it would be a burden on 
employers. Instead, there is the 1993 Family and Medical Leave Act, which en- 
ables workers with new children or seriously ill family members to take up to 
12 weeks of unpaid leave. By excluding companies with fewer than 50 employ- 
ees, it covers only about half the work force, and many who are covered cannot 
afford to take unpaid leave, (ap) 


New York 

Americans often take pride in 
ways their nation differs from oth- 
ers. But one distinction — lack of a 
nationwide policy of paid materni- 
ty leave — is cited in a new report 
as an embarrassment that could be 
redressed at low cost and without 
harm to employers 

Human Rights Watch, based in 
New York, focuses most of its inves- 
tigations on abuses abroad. But on 
Wednesday, with the release of a 
report by the deputy director of the 
women’s rights division, Janet Walsh, 
on work and family policies in the 
U.S., it takes the unusual step of cri- 
tiquing a phenomenon affecting tens 
of millions of Americans. 


The report, “Failing its Fam- 
ilies,” says at least 178 countries 
have national laws guarantee- 
ing paid leave for new mothers, 
while the handful of exceptions 
include the U.S., Swaziland and 
Papua New Guinea. More than 
50 nations, including most West- 
ern countries, also guarantee paid 


leave for new fathers. 

“Family values often end at the 
workplace door,” said Ellen Bravo 
of the Family Values at Work Con- 
sortium, a 15-state network working 
for family-friendly policies. “What 
we’re fighting for isn’t just modest — 
it’s meager compared to what other

Gadhaf i Issues Vow of Defiance

Moammar Gadhaf i's performance on state TV Tuesday night went far 
beyond even the bizarre, volatile style he has been notorious for during 
his nearly 42 years in power, the longest of any current Mideast leader. 

The Libyan leader at times screamed and shook his fists— then switched 
to reading glasses to read from a law book, losing his train of thought 
before launching into a new round of shouting. He spoke in the entrance

hem, wild shooting and bodies in 
the streets. 

The speech by the Libyan leader 
was an all-out call for his backers 
to impose control over the capital 
and take back other cities. After a 
week of upheaval, protesters have 
claimed control over almost the 
entire eastern half of Libya’s 1,000- 
mile Mediterranean coast, includ- 
ing several oil-producing areas. 

“Libya will lead America, Libya 
will lead Asia, Libya will lead the 


world,” Gadhafi said. “This march 
cannot be stopped.” 

Celebratory gunfire by Gad- 
hafi supporters rang out in Trip- 
oli after his speech, while in Beng- 
hazi, Libya’s second-largest city, a 
crowd threw shoes in contempt at 
a screen showing his address. 

International alarm rose over 
the crisis, which sent oil prices 


soaring Tuesday to $95.42 per bar- 
rel, the highest level in more than 
two years, and sparked a scram- 
ble by European and other coun- 
tries to get their citizens out of the 
North African nation. 

Gadhafi’s retaliation has already 
been the harshest in the Arab world 
to the wave of anti-government pro- 
tests sweeping several countries. 


Meanwhile ••• 

The U.N. Security Council, after 
an emergency session on Tuesday, 
condemned the bloody crackdown 
on protesters in Libya and called for 
an immediate end to the violence. 
Libyan ambassador Ibrahim Dab- 
bashi on Monday urged the U.N. to 
enforce a no-fly zone over Libyan cit- 
ies to prevent mercenaries and mili- 
tary equipment from reaching the 
Gadhafi regime, (ap) 


Nearly 300 people have been 
killed, according to a partial count 
by the New York-based Human 
Rights Watch. 

Tripoli, the capital, has seen 
two nights of bloodshed: Residents 
described a rampage by pro-Gad- 
hafi militiamen who shot anyone 
in the streets and opened fire from 
speeding vehicles at people. 

In a sign of the extent of the 
breakdown in Gadhafi’s regime, 
one of his closest associates, Abdel 
Fattah Younis — his interior 
minister and commander of a 
powerful commando brigade 
— announced his defection and 
urged other armed forces to join 
the revolt. 

Many army units in the east 
appear to have sided with protest- 
ers, and other institutional parts of 
his regime have weakened, (ap)

They fear that the death toll — 
officially at least 75 as of Wednes- 
day local time — could quickly 
rise, ranking among the island 
nation’s worst earthquakes in 80 
years. Officials say at least 300 
more are missing. 


Military units patrolled streets 
disfigured by the huge cracks 
and canyons created in Tuesday’s 
6.3-magnitude quake, the second 


powerful temblor to hit the city of 
350,000 in five months. 

“It is just a scene of utter devas- 
tation,” said Prime Minister John 


Key. “We may well be witnessing 
New Zealand’s darkest day.” 

New Zealand accepted offers of 
specialist rescue teams from Aus- 
tralia, Singapore, Japan, the United 
States, Britain and Taiwan. 

At the Tasman Glacier, about 
120 miles away, guides said the 
quake shook free about 30 mil- 
lion tons of ice, forming icebergs 
in the lake and creating waves up 
to 11 feet high. 

A 7.1-magnitude quake hit 
Christchurch on Sept. 4 but caused 
no deaths. A strong aftershock in 
December caused further damage 
to buildings, and the U.S. Geolog- 
ical Survey said Tuesday’s quake 
was also an aftershock, (ap)

A Checkup on Lifts 


Q l'm happy that WMATA now has 
a Web page reporting escalator 
and elevator outages, but I wonder 
whether it’s really capturing them 
all. I have some doubts but haven't 
been able to check. 

Dr. Gridlock information you see 

offers commuter on the Metro escalator/ 
counseling online at elevator outage page are 
washingtonpostcom 

maintenance teams and from the station 
managers. There have been times when I’ve 
noticed a lag in reporting — either reporting 
that an escalator is out, or that it’s back. But 
I’m not sure there’s any way we can know 
systemwide whether the outage page is up to 
date. I do sense that the transit staff is much 
more focused on attacking the problems. 


I take the Y bus down Georgia 
between the Aspen Hill area and 
the Glenmont station. The morning is 
fine, and the bus is usually on time. The 
afternoon is terrible. On Friday, I waited 
almost 45 minutes for a bus that should 
run every 15 minutes. I know Georgia is 
very congested, but can't something be 
done? Maybe split the route up? 

Metro does studies on various congested 
lines, and the result often is to break up 
the routes into local buses and limited-stop 
buses. I’m just not aware of any study in 
the works for that part of Georgia Avenue 
right now. Given the way those things usu- 
ally work, it probably would require interest 
and investment by the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Department of Transportation. 


Q Hi, Dr. Gridlock: After last year, a 
big deal was made about how 
many area trails — used by com- 
muters — didn't get plowed. Yet, this 
year the same thing happened. To 
it’s credit, DDOT did manage to get 
the new cycle tracks plowed within 
a day or two, but more-established 
and well-used trails such as the CCT, 
Mt. Vernon Trail and Rock Creek 
Park trail became icy and treacher- 
ous. Any thoughts on how we can 
make clearing these routes more of 
a priority for the agencies respon- 
sible? 

Most of the energy at the highway depart- 
ments seems to have gone into planning 
how to avoid repeating last winter’s prob- 
lems on the streets. VDOT and MDOT had 
a big focus on that. I’m sensing the trails 
were left out in the cold

Gaithersburg, Md. 

Many motorists who hit the Inter- 
county Connector’s first stretch 
when it opens Wednesday might be 
too busy cruising along at 55 mph 
to notice, but the new toll highway 
is designed to be a real looker. 

No ugly concrete-and-steel over- 
passes here, ICC officials say. Think 
earth tones, expansive arches and 
elegant curves along 7.2 miles of 
open asphalt. 

The aesthetic details are 
designed to help the new high- 
way, which will eventually span 
18.8 miles between Gaithersburg 
and Laurel, blend into the land- 
scape.

ry finishes — some with concrete 
“stone” from top to bottom, some 
only with horizontal stone panels — 
depending on each wall’s height. 

Instead of just being gray, gal- 
vanized steel, sign structures and 
guardrails were painted brown. 
Rather than end in boring straight 
edges, the piers holding up the over- 
passes arch at the top, as do the steel 
girders supporting the overpasses’ 
roadbeds. Major overpasses — in 
this first section, that’s the Georgia 
Avenue bridge carrying traffic into 
Olney — have decorative lighting 
and fencing to make them “gate- 
ways” to communities. 

The aesthetic elements added 
1 to 2 percent to the first section’s 
$478.7 million cost, said Melinda 
Peters, the Maryland State High- 
way Administration’s project direc- 
tor for the ICG’s construction.

A Deadly 
Message 

Pirates signal a new, aggressive shift 
with the killing of 4 U.S. hostages 


Nairobi, Kenya 

A pirate fired a rocket-propelled 
grenade at a U.S. Navy destroyer 
shadowing a hijacked yacht with 
four Americans aboard Tuesday. 
Then gunfire erupted, the mili- 
tary said. U.S. special forces rushed 
to the yacht only to find the four 
Americans fatally wounded. 

The experienced yacht enthu- 
siasts from California and Wash- 
ington state are the first Americans 
killed by Somali pirates since the 
start of attacks off East Africa sev- 
eral years ago. One of the Ameri- 
can couples on board had been sail- 
ing around the world since 2004 
handing out Bibles. 

Their deaths appear to under- 
score an increasingly brutal and 
aggressive shift pirates have been 
showing toward hostages. 

A pirate who said his name was 
Muse Abdi said killing hostag- 
es “has now become part of our 
rules,” and he referred to a pirate 
who was sentenced in a New York 
court last week to 33 years in prison 
for a 2009 attack on the U.S. cargo 
vessel the Maersk Alabama. 


“From now on, anyone who 
tries to rescue the hostages in our 
hands will only collect dead bod- 
ies,” he said. “It will never ever hap- 
pen that hostages are rescued and 
we are hauled to prison.” 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton condemned the kill- 
ings, saying in a statement that the 
slayings were “deplorable.” 

Pirates have increased attacks 
off the coast of East Africa in recent 
years despite an international flo- 
tilla of warships dedicated to pro- 
tecting vessels and stopping the 
pirate assaults. 

But the conventional wisdom 
in the shipping industry had been 
that Somali pirates are business- 
men looking for a multimillion-dol- 
lar ransom payday, not insurgents 
looking to terrorize people. 

“We have heard threats against 
the lives of Americans before, but 
it strikes me as being very, very 
unusual why they would kill hos- 
tages outright,” said Graeme Gib- 
bon-Brooks, the head of Dryad 
Maritime Intelligence.

Maritime Tragedy: The Final Hours 


PIRATES HAD HIJACKED the 58 footyacht 
Quest, shown left, south of Oman on Friday. Since 
then, four U.S. warships and sky-high drones shad- 
owed the vessel’s movement as pirates tried to sail it 
to the Somali shore. U.S. officials negotiated with the 
captors via radio. 

But at 8 a.m. East Africa time Tuesday, a rocket- 
propelled grenade was fired from the Quest at the 
USS Sterett, a guided-missile destroyer 600 yards 
away. The RPG missed, and almost immediately af- 
terward, small-arms fire was heard coming from the 
yacht, said Vice Adm. Mark Fox, commander of the 


U.S. 5th Fleet in Bahrain. 

Several pirates then appeared on deck with their 
hands up. U.S. Navy forces boarded the vessel and 
tried, but failed, to provide lifesaving care to the 
Americans. No U.S. forces were injured or killed. 

Thirteen pirates were captured and detained Tues- 
day, and two other pirates had boarded the USS Sterett 
on Monday to negotiate. A member of a U.S. special op- 
erations force killed one of the pirates with a knife. Fox 
said. A second pirate was also killed, and the bodies of 
two other pirates were discovered on board, bringing to 
19 the number of pirates involved, (ap) 


The last time pirates kidnapped 
a U.S. citizen — during the 2009 
hijacking of the Maersk Alabama 
— Navy sharpshooters killed two 
pirates and rescued the ship’s cap- 
tain. 

But Tuesday’s bloody events are 
apt to leave U.S. military planners 
in a quandary: Do they go after 
the pirates harder? Do they attack 
their bases on Somalia’s ungov- 
erned shores? 

Two days before the hijacking, a 
New York court sentenced a pirate 
to 33 years in prison for the 2009 
attack on the Maersk Alabama, a 
U.S. cargo vessel. A pirate in Soma- 
lia told the AP last week that pirates 
were more likely to attack Ameri- 
cans because of the sentencing. 

“It’s a black day for us and also 
the Americans, but they lost big- 
ger than us,” a pirate who said 
his name was Bile Hussein said. 
“If they still want a solution and 
safety for their citizens in the 
oceans, let them release our men 
they arrested.” jason straziuso,

In Mike Shanahan’s first season as head coach, the Redskins had their worst defensive 
performance since 1954. Generally, it’s hard to do anything worse than it has been done in 56 
years. Washington finished 31st out of 32 teams and ranked last for much of the season. It was 
a stunning drop-off for a team that had a top-10 defense eight times in 10 seasons. Given those 
stats, it seems indefensible for the coach to use his top draft pick on a quarterback this year. 

A Message to Mike 

D on’t do it, Mike Shanahan. Don’t give 
in to temptation. As much as you 
want a young quarterback to help you 
rebuild the Redskins, don’t draft one with 
the 10th overall pick in April’s draft. 

The offensive-minded coach in you initial- 
ly may be drawn to one of the former college 
stars available in the April 28-30 NFL draft. 

And a few of them may impress 
in workouts and interviews dur- 
ing this week’s draft combine in 
Indianapolis. 

But you’re also responsible 
for Washington’s entire football 
operation, so you should know 
better. The Redskins have too 
many holes (craters, actually) on defense to 
use their first-round pick on offense. 

Washington’s long search for a franchise 
quarterback wiU have to extend into the future. 

This draft, defense has to be the focus. 

Growing pains were inevitable after you 
ordered the radical shift from the team’s long- 
standing 4-3 defense to an aggressive 3-4. 

The total collapse, though, occurred because 
you didn’t make the substantive personnel 
changes necessary to give the new scheme 
a realistic chance to succeed. 

No impact draft picks or free agents were 
added on defense. In fact, linebacker Perry 
Riley (fourth round, 103rd overall) was the only 
defensive player you drafted. Given an extend- 
ed opportunity late last season, Riley proved he

wasn’t ready for a major role next season. 

That’s why the whole 3-4 thing last sea- 
son was such a head-scratcher. The defense 
doesn’t work well without an effective nose 
tackle, and the Redskins lacked one on their 
roster. Hoping Albert Haynesworth would 
eventually accept a position change in his 
ninth year in the league showed you didn’t 
understand Albert Haynesworth. The move 
failed spectacularly, as some who follow this 
franchise envisioned it would. 

Assuming the Redskins keep the 10th 
pick, they should have options at outside line- 
backer. Adding another gifted one could pro- 
vide the pass-rushing balance Brian Orak- 
po couldn’t produce by himself last season. 



A play-making end also would help. 

Mike, I understand why you’d like to 
get a quarterback high in the draft. Your 
brief, disastrous partnership with Donovan 
McNabb cost the team two valuable picks 
and resulted in more anonymous backstab- 
bing than victories.

Drafting and “raising” a young quarter- 
back would be just the thing to re-energize 
you. It’s why you were so eager to find some 
way to get Sam Bradford last season despite 
the St. Louis Rams’ clear message they were 
not willing to trade the No. 1 overall pick. 

This likely isn’t the draft in which you’ll 
find the next Bradford or John Elway. Even 
your people at Redskins Park believe there 
is much more talent on defense than offense 
in this drafts. 

So, do yourself a favor, Mike: Use your top 
pick on a defensive player and draft a quar- 
terback in the second round. It’s time to show 
you understand what it takes to run the 3-4. 
It’s time to begin assembling the pieces you 
need before it’s too late. Really, Mike, just do

Harper Won’t Go Down Without a Fight 


Nats’ top draft pick 
says goal is to make 
the team this spring

On Tuesday, during the Nation- 
als’ first spring training workout, 
Jayson Werth approached Bryce 
Harper in the outfield and asked 
him, “You gonna make the team 
or what?” 

The easy answer, and the actu- 
al answer, is no. Harper is just 18, 
and the Nationals have already 
begun making arrangements for 
his opening games to be played 
with low-Class A Hagerstown. 


That’s where Harper will start the 
first full year of his professional 
career, period. 

But that’s not how Harper 
sees it. Before he enrolled at the 
College of Southern Nevada last 
year, nobody had left high school 
after their sophomore year to 
play at junior college. And so, he 
doesn’t see why he can’t make the 
Nationals. 

“Why can’t it be realistic?” he 
asked. “Why can’t I come in here 
and think that I can make this 
team? I’ve exceeded expectations 
my whole life.” 

During the workout. Harper 
drilled two home runs to left field 
in normal batting practices, his first

“He said, "Just do 
what you’ve been doing your whole 
life. It’s a simple game. Go out 
there and play the way you can.’”

The Knicks agreed to a trade 
with the Denver Nuggets for Antho- 
ny on Monday night, a person with

Associated Press. The teams were 
awaiting the completion of a con- 
ference call with the NBA on Tues- 
day before the deal — which also

Anthony will join fellow All-Star 
Amare Stoudemire in the front- 
court, giving the Knicks the potent 
duo they hoped they could assemble 
last summer in free agency. Instead, 
they had to give up much of their 
core, but in return they get one of 
the NBA’s top scorers. 

Stoudemire has led the Knicks 
to a 28-26 record this season but 
said Tuesday they will be even more 
dangerous with Anthony bringing 
his 25.2 points per game to join his 
26.1 average. 

“Every team needs a 1, lA 
punch,” Stoudemire said. “And, so, 
with the ways that we both can score 
... we’re very versatile, so it’s hard to

I recently started to shop for a new 
television after finally facing the fact 
that a Buick could park in less space 
than nny current set takes up. I post- 
poned buying a TV for years because 
of the upheavals in the world of home 
technology: the emergence of HDTV, 
competing flat-screen technologies, 
the HD-DVD versus Blu-ray wars, 3-D 
visuals. I don’t want to 
spend money just to 
end up with a device 
that is obsolete six 
months later. 

For this reason, I 
was especially intrigued 
by Best Buy's new Buy 
Back program. By pay- 
ing an extra fee when you purchase a 
device. Best Buy promises to take that 
item off your hands and give you a gift 
card when you're ready to upgrade to a 
new model. It’s an idea that could take 
the worry out of buying new gadgets. 

Unfortunately, the fees for the Buy 
Back program are too high, in effect 
making it more like an extended war- 
ranty program — good for the store, 
bad for your checkbook. For a $2,500 
TV, for instance, the Buy Back fee is 
$300. Give the TV back within seven 
months, and you get a $1,250 gift card. 
Return it after two years, its probable 
life span, and you get a $250 gift card 
— $50 less than you spent on the fee. 
My take: You’re better off just doing 
your research and buying wisely.

When Jeff Prystowsky and Ben Knox 
Miller of the Low Anthem met as DJs 
at Brown University, they didn’t have 
much in common, particularly their 
taste in music.

That’s what 
I was raised on.” 

Despite their differences, they 
bonded right away and started a 


band called Hi This Is Otis, with 
electronica drum beats, an upright 
jazz fusion bass sound and ambi- 
ent guitar.

board that the band fully realized its 
sound. “Jocie gave [the band] this 
new direction,” Miller says.

To produce its newest 
record, “Smart Flesh” (out this week), 
the band recorded in an abandoned 
40,000-square-foot building. 

“The building was the instru- 
ment, and the songs that worked 
were the ones that respected its speed 
and its mood and the way that the 
sound would return,” Miller says.

Back to 

Basics 


Miami chef Michael Schwartz proves that 
food doesn’t have to be comphcated to taste good. As 
owner of Miehael’s (jenuine Food & Drink in Miami, 
the James Beard Award winner has earned a rep for 
his unpretentious cuisine that spotlights fresh local 
ingredients. In his new book “Michael’s Genuine 
Food: Down-to-Earth Cooking for People Who 
Love to Eat” (Clarkson Potter, $35), he expounds on 
his eat-local philosophy and offers tons of seasonal 
recipes. We spoke with Schwartz recently to learn 

more about keeping it simple. BETH LUBERECKI 


What does the phrase “genuine 
food" mean to you? 

That word “genuine” is an impor- 
tant word in our world. It’s the mea- 
suring stick not just for the food but 
for everything in the restaurant, 
including our intentions and our 
culture. But in terms of food, it cer- 
tainly means food that’s thought- 
fully sourced. We spend a lot of 
time sourcing our food — work- 
ing on new suppliers, finding new 
farmers and forging relationships 
with those guys. 

What are the benefits of using sea- 
sonal, locally sourced ingredients? 

A lot of it is common sense. Find- 
ing product that is closer to home, 
obviously, cuts down on fuel use. I 
think supporting local agriculture 
helps out the community. Then 
there’s the freshness and quality of 
the product. When we go down to 
the farms that are harvesting this 
morning for us to pick the product 
up today to serve tonight, we know 
that makes a huge difference. 

What should people in the D.C. area 
be cooking with this time of year? 
How can we eat locally and season- 
ally during winter in a cold climate? 

You always have to make modifica-

tions. To want to eat locally all the 
time and to actually do it are two 
different things. It’s been a long 
time since I’ve lived up north, but 
I know that you either put stuff up 
in jars during the summer or eat 
lots of root vegetables. 

You’ve gotten into urban farming. 

Do you have any tips for other city 
folk who want to grow things or 
raise animals at home? 

Just do it. Because if you overthink 
or overanalyze it, it becomes this 
daunting, monster task. The best 



STOUT-BRAISED CLAMS WITH 
POTATO, FENNEL AND BACON 


Ingredients 
» 1/4 pound thick-cut bacon, 
cut into 1/2-inch pieces 
a 1/4 pound f ingerling 
potatoes (about 4), cut into 
1/2-inch chunks 
a 1/2 small white onion, cut 
into 1/4-inch chunks 
a 1 fennel bulb, top removed, 
fronds reserved, halved, 
cored, and cut into 1/2-inch 
chunks 

a 3 garlic cloves, minced 
a 1/2 teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper 
a 24 littleneck clams, well 
scrubbed 
a 1 cup stout

Makes Four Servings 

Put a Dutch oven or Large pot over 
medium heat. When hot, add the 
bacon and fry until it gets crispy and 
renders the fat, roughly four minutes. 

Using a slotted spoon, transfer 
bacon to a paper towel-lined plate. 
Add the potatoes to the fat in the pot. 
Cook, stirring, until the potatoes get 
a Little color and start to soften up, 
about five minutes. 

Add the onion, fennel, garlic and 
pepper. Cook until the vegetables are 
soft, about five minutes. 

Raise heat to high. Add the clams, 
stout and stock. Give everything a 
good stir and cover the pot.

advice I can give is to start out 
small; plant a plot or even contain- 
ers. Then if you have some success, 
like in cooking, it will build your 
confidence and make you want to 
do more.

in the restaurant, because what 
do in the restaurant is very simi- 
lar to what we do in the book. But 
we wanted people to have success, 
those little victories that build con- 
fidence. There are always ingredi- 
ents or techniques that people are 
scared of Searing a perfect piece 
of fish is not easy. But if you do it 
a couple of times and get the hang 
of it, it becomes pretty easy. 

Any advice for navigating the pro- 
duce section of the grocery store? 

Look for freshness and abundance. 
My favorite section is always the 
one that has big leafy chard, rad- 
ishes, beets — things with tops. I 
always look to the tops to tell me 
how fresh those things are. Of 
course, abundance would dictate 
price. When things are abundant 
they are usually less expensive, 
and that means they may be local 
or more seasonal. If something is 
very expensive or dehydrated and 
dried out, stay away. 

You’re a part of the White House’s 
Chefs Move to Schools initiative to 
educate kids about nutrition. Why 
did you want to get involved with 
the project? 

For us, it’s about doing our part to 
help these guys learn how to eat 
healthy, to teach their parents how 
to eat healthy, and to give access 
to healthy food.
